STUART, Fla. Oct. 8.—The 
new boom for The Arundel Cor- 
poration's dredge Governor Her- 
rick arrived here today from 
Baltimore, Md., and will be in- 
stalled immediately. The boom 
is the largest piece of fabricated 
steel work ever received, here. 
It is 80 feet long and required, 
two flat cars to accommodate: 
jt It weighs approximately 90 
tons. 

The Arundel Corporation has 
arranged with the Florida East 
Coast Railway Company to 
bring a railroad crane here this 
week and lift the boom off of 
the cars and piace it on barges 
which will convey it up St. Lucie 
river seven miles through the 
east lock into St. Lucie canal.

UTUMNAL EQUINOX 
ts are understoód to 
deny that the equinox has any- 
thing to do with weather or cli- 
mate but the popular impression 
is that the passing of the sun's 
center over the equator causes 
storms. Regardless of what the 
vase is, it is interesting-to note 
that tbe autumnal equinox is 
passed—gone more than two 
weeks, and with it passed part 
of the fear of a bad storm in 
South Florida. 

Our own idea is that during 
the summer the air’ over thé 
Caribbean Sea is heated and as- 
cends and the colder air coming 
in to take its place sets up cur- 
rents which cause storms at the 
end of the summer correspond- 
ing in date to the autumnal 
equinox. The coming together 
in time'of the two occurrences 
may have caused their relation 
ship to.be confused. 

Fear"of equinoxal storms per 
sists and causes à good many 
truckers in the Lake Okeecho- 
bee region to hold off plantings.

PLEASANT WEATHER 
At Caral Point one day last 
week the temperature, which 
had gone as high as 92 degrees 
during the day, dropped to 55 
degrees that night, a fall of 37 
degrees in 12 hours. 

“I don't care how hot it gets 
during the day if I can sleep at 
night"—people say this every 
where, and it describes a cı 
dition general in the upper 
Glades, for it never gets too hot 
for comfortable sleep. 

The drop in temperature is 
greater in summer than in 
winter, it is found by referring 
to the weather reports printed 
in The Everglades News in De- 
cember, January end February.

COOPERATE IN BUYING 
FARM MACHINERY AND 
BETTER EQUIPMENT 
By Spuds Johnson H 
That “good equipment makes 
a good farmer better" has come 


s also true. 

Much of the machinery and 
equipment needed on the aver- 
age small farm is not there be- 
cause the season in which the 
implements can be used is gen- 
erally a short one. However, if 
a number of small farmers will 
go in together and buy some of 
the more expensive equipment 
needed, they will be able to get 
just as good equipment as the 
larger farmers, and to make it 
pay for itself many times over. 

"This is coming to be an age of 
machinery in farming as well as 


in other lines of business. Scar- 
city of labor and high wages 
have hit the average farmer 


[pretty hard. Where formerly 
the work was done. by man pow- 
er it is now being done by ma- 
chine power,-or it is being done 
by man power at a high cost. 

Gus Weeks and I have owned 
a tractor together for two years 
naw, and we find that it is a 
great labor saver. It helps us 
to get our land prepared and 
our crops planted on time. We 
have always arranged our work 
so that each could have the use 
of the tractor half time when 
in the rush seasons, and it has 
been no great inconvenience to 
either of us. Yet my farm is not 
large enough to justify the ex- 
pense of a tractor for use only 
on it, and-neither is Gus Weeks’. 
Each-of\us has the use of the 
tractor at only half the expense 
of buying a tractor. 

There are a number of , ma- 
chines badly needed in Florida 
farming. that might well* be 
bought and used cooperatively. 
Some of them are manure 
spreader, corn harvester, pea 
huller, spraying outfit, traction 
plow, lime and fertilizer distri- 
butors, potato digger, stalk cut- 
ter, grain drill, peanut’ picker, 
mule clipper, cement tile or 
block machine, road drag, cane 
mill, hay press, concrete mixer, 
silo forms, ete.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 2. 
—Growers of early tomatoes in 
Texas, Mississippi, and a num-| 
ber of other sections in the| 
southern states follow the prac- 
tice of pruning the plants to 
a single stem and tying them to) 
stakes. The growers of Florida, 


and southern Georgia, where|

Pruning tomatoes, as .com- 
monly practiced, consists of cut- 
ting or pinching out all, side| 
branches as they appear about 
the base of the plant or in the 
axils of the leaves. Careful ob-| 
servation will show that the 
side shoots appear in the axil, or. 
pocket formed by the léaf where 
it is attached fo the main stem, 
while the fruit clusters are on 
the opposite side from the leaf| 
and often a little above or below 
the point where the leaf is at- 
tached. The side shoots should 
be removed at least. once a 
week during the active growing 


period, in order to throw all the 
vigor of the plant into the for- 
mation of fruit. ,In Texas and

tice of pinching out the heart is 
also followed in some of the 
north-central states where it is;

Growers of early tomatoes 
around Buffalo, N. Y, New 
Haven, Conn., and elsewhere in 
the northeastern states follow a 
practice known as “leaf prun- 
ing" to stimulate the early for- 
mation of the branches and the 
setting of a large number of 
fruit clusters. This is contrary 
ngle-stem method and 
of pruning away all the 
xcept the inner two lobes 
or segments while the plants are 
from six to eight inches in 
height.

$20 An Acre Advances 
To Hastings Growers 


'HASTINGS, Fla, Oct. 2— 
The 1926 potato crop was offic- 
ially started Thursday, October 
1l, when hundreds of growers 
throughout this section receiv- 
ed their first advance money on 
the crop to be made. Formerly 
the growers usual advance 
amounted to $5 per acre per 
month fora period’ of five 
months but last year this was 
cut to $20 for the entire crop 
making period. While The Her- 
ald has no authority it is under- 
stood that the $20 advance will 
remain in force this season. 

It is eStimated that near $40,- 
000 was turned over to the 
growers on Thursday who will 
ıse it in getting operations for 
the 1926 crop under way. While 
it is a little early to give an esti- 
mate on the acreage for this 
year, it is believed that it will be!

Beautiful Stairways 
I often wonder why it ië that In so 


many beautiful hemes where wood- 
work and walls, Uoer- ‘Turniture, 
hangings and elect¥'~ fistetes are so 
well chosen and appropriately Com- 
bined, there should be a heavy, hid- 
eous, uninteresting stairway. Stairs 
can be beautiful, too, and-they should 
be. The exquisitely curving stalrrall 
seen in many old colonial houses is 
often one of the finest features of these 
old mansions, Just when and why It 
was that these well-designed stalrways 
gave place to a long straight, hard- 
dolled rail, with thickly cut supports, 
two to a stair, and a bulky newel- 
post at the bottom, I do not know; 
but I do assert that one of the rarest 
things to find nowadays Is a stair that 
looks as if it led to some charming | 
region above. i 

Not long since some young friends of 
mine, with a flair for things that looked 
antique, even if they weren't, took an 
old house of the “Early General 
Grant" period and remodeled it. They 
ripped off the wooden lace on the out- 
side and tore away the cupola.
